The military Tube Socket Adapter Kit, MX-1258/U is a handy accessory to 
have around the shack/shop. It contains adapters for all of the receiving 
tube pin configurations from 4 pin to 7 pin, large 7 pin, octal, loctal, 
and 7 and 9 pin miniatures. Being mindful of Bill Jarvis' warning, using 
an 

adapter in some RF (especially hi freq) tube positions can trip up circuit 
operation and yield invalid readings. 


There has been a degradation of modern test equipment 

capability with the disappearance of the tip resistor isolation probe which 
was standard equipment on all vacuum tube voltmeters. Adding a long wire 
to a high impedance or high frequency circuit is a sure way to screw things 
up. The typical cheapo (Heathkit, etc.) VTVM was an 11 megohm affair, 10 
megs was the total resistance of the range multiplier resistor string and a 
1 meg resistor in the tip of the DC voltage probe. It worked very well to 
avoid loading effects on an operating circuit being measured. You can make 
an isolation probe for your "high tech" 10 meg input DVM but you must 
multiply your reading by .91 (10/11). The Hewlett Packard 410B presents a 
100 megohm load to a circuit with a 10 meg resistor in the probe tip as an 
example of a lab instrument's capability. 


Always remember, when making measurements in high voltage circuitry, don't 
let your body become part of the circuit. Stand on dry flooring and clear 
of conductive objects and keep one hand away from things (preferably in 
your pocket) while inserting your probe into circuitry. Jack prohibits 
obituaries on the list so we won't know who was the next one to go (just 
kidding!).

Got a field strength meter from W1AFA this weekend at the big (sometimes)

could find a power supply, maybe didn't try hard enough, so I built one 
with some help from Ed Zeranski and my junk box. I ran it mobile this 
weekend to "Rainchester" and a weird thing happened. It seemed fine at 
first, running into a Hustler mobile whip, but at the site I noticed that I 
could not hear too many signals anymore, they seemed to be masked by some 
kind of very broadband noise. Later it was receiving some extremely 
unstable carriers spaced evenly up and down the bands, being worse on band 
1. Disconnecting the ant cable made it all go away....weird. I believe that 
there was some kind of loop set up because of the way the ant cable was 
connected. The radio was set up for 'DOUBLET' on 9 for best lighting of the 
neon bulb, and the coax center was on the top ant connector and shield on 
lower. BUT the shield was not grounded to the radio, I haven't had a chance 
to prove my theory, since the radio was removed and benched as soon as I 


got home, but will try it soon. It worked fine on the bench by the way. 
Another problem is with the double winding keying/screen protector relay. 
On CW it keys right up, but on AM it takes about 10 seconds for it to 
chatter into operation. The sound was described as like a fart on the 
receiving end! I wonder if the final tube is a little soft or drive is low, 
any ideas??

I need a meter that will work in a DX-100B. 
So far... 


With the help from one of the nicest and most pleasant Hams on 80 meter AM, 
Sam - KF4TXQ, I have solved several of the many night meres living inside 
the case of this DX-100B. The meter was really acting strange and not 
reading the correct values on any mode I placed it on.

1) Would read plate as 420 volts, and measurements taken at the tube pin, 
and else where, showed 900+ volts 
2) Showed an abundance of grid, easily pegging the meter before 30% of the 
pot was opened 
3) Showed plate current pegged to the right - hard and fast, slow to return 
after the plate switch was turned of 

No adjustments of the load, amplifier etc would show even the slightest 
hint of a dip in the plate. 
4) Clamper actions - full range - showed no effect on any measurements 
5) Modulator voltage readings also slammed the needle to the peg. and 
smoked the meter. 


All manual measurements of the 6146's with the fluke and voltimist show 
normal, yet no RF out to the dummy load bulb. 


I welcome any suggestions or guidance...

You have interesting GRC-9 problems! The neon lamp merely indicates 
resonance, and not necessarily maximum RF output to the antenna. It will 
require some experimenting to determine the best connection for your 
antenna; positions 1-4 are for a whip, 5-8 for a longwire (half-wave 
length, 5430 Ohms optimum), and 9-11 for a dipole. (50-75 Ohm) The dipole 
connection is inductive coupling with no ground internally. I measured 
exactly the same power output with dipole and longwire connections. 


On AM, the transmitter filaments take at least 5 seconds to warm up upon 
"Push to Talk," so the interesting transient is no surprise.

I recently decided to try grinding a crystal for 8022 kc for a Polycomm 2 I 
use from time to time. 

I read a bunch of articles to get an idea of what to expect, and settled on 
the 400 grit wet-or-dry paper method. 

Everything I read led me to believe it would take several hours to go from 
about 8015 to 8022 kc. 

Some suggested a five minute trial grind first to get a feel for what to 
expect. 

To make a long story short, that first five minute grind moved the crystal 
to 8088 kc! 

Luckily, I had another 8015 crystal. 

I tried a very fast 5 circular passes each side, then five passes on 600 
grit to clean up. 

It hit 8021 kc immediately. 

Three more swirls on the 600 grit paper put me at 8022 kc. 

If I had known it would be this easy, I would have done this years ago. 
The quartz elements I am using come out of some CR-1A units I have, and I 
am only using the rectangular quartz elements so they will fit into a 
FT-243 holder. 

I don't believe the quartz is any softer than what is used in the FT-243 
units. 

Does anyone have any experience with this?
